So, It becomes evident, /that eeed 


potatoes should be selected at tho 
time of digging. Their selection should 
he based upon the vigor of the plants 
in the first place and upon the quan- 
tity and desirability of the potatoes 
In tho second place. 
If certain por- 


tions o£ any potato patch in which 
the most desirable plants grow, -are 
dug In such a way as to keep the 
.result of 
each 
hill separate, 
the 


grower may go over the piles of. pota- 
toes and select those that have yielded 
the most potatoes, the most uniform 
In size and the smoothest as to skin. 


The biggest potatoes are not always 


the best. The Ideal potato Is but lit- 
tle bigger than a goose- egg, is round 
and smooth and the eyes aro flat upon 
its surface. 
It Is such a potato as 


would be about the portion desired 
for serving to one person at a meal. 


Deep eyes, although common in 


many of the most generally used vari- 
eties of potatoes, are an abomination. 
In. the first place the loss In peeling 
such a potato ts 23 per cent as against 
12 per cent In a smooth eyed potato. 
This Is a difference of 11 per cent In 
the matter of eyes alone. 
In actual 


value the consumer might 93 well 
buy J9 worth of emooth potatoes than 
?10 worth of potatoes with deep eyes. 
If this fault can be remedied by breed- 
ing the right sort of seed and getting 
them into use, much wl:l be accom- 
plished. 
There Is probably as great 


or a greater loss because of knotty 
and Irregular shapes In potatoes. In 
th& selection of hills for replanting 
thesa points should be taken Into con- 
sideration. 
. 


Thus far the Idea has been merely 


:o get better results with the potatoes 
:hat the farmer- Is already growing 
n his own garden. This plan to get 
,he best results should be carried one 
step further. 
"When the farmer has j

From this sum they grade upward 


through 52,500 and 53,000 to $5,000 
annually—tho last mentioned, how- 
ever, not being open to new ap- 
pointees. 


Hon. Ellhu Root; former Secretary 


of State, fathered tho measure In 1S9S 
which resulted In the order that an 
examination be compulsory before an 
appointment went Into cftcct. 
Prior 


to that tho successful aspirants for 
such offices were sent to any post 
happening to be vacant—for which the 
prospective consul evinced a prefrr- 
ence—regardless of his fitness for that 
particular place. "On the plan," Mr. 
Root described It, "of placing square 
pegs In round holes." Former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt took 'a keen Interest 
In the condition of diplomatic and 
consular affairs and In Juno o£ 1906 
signed a decree that all consuls .should 
be both appointed and retained in 
the Service solely according to Indi- 
vidual merit 


This order also greatly enlarged tha 


scope of the requirements, making a 


working knowledge of at least one 
foreign tongue essential 
Because of 


the 
extensive dealings tho United 


States now has with Latin countries, 
Spanish Is considered the most valua- 
ble. 
French nnd German aro also 


linguistic assets, as the former Is a 
universal means of communication In 
the diplomatic world and the latte- 
a generally recognized medium of 
commercial correspondence. 


The consulates, as a rule, are In 


small places where- a limited force Is 
sufficient for the work. This consists 
of very many things not possible to 
be set down In books. A consul must 
be of good presence, have an easy 
manner,.understand the requirements 
of maritime and International law, be 
able to writo readable. Instructive re- 
ports am! have a sufficient head for 
business to keep the merchants and 
manufacturers of'his own country In- 
formed as to what Is needed, commer- 
cially, In his own little quarter of the 
globe. 
Ho must bavo his temper under 


perfect control, keep out of any ani1 
all squabbles at his post, keep out of 
debt and out of any business other 
than prescribed by tho consular re- 
quirements. 
In addition to knowing 


how to go down to tho docks and In-, 
spect Incoming ships, he must know' 
low to*: greet Incoming guests and—If 
ie' would really get a mark of "per- 
fect" at the State Department—have 
a wife who knows how to entertain 
them and send them away enthuslaa- 
Uc. 


Nona of theao latter things are al- 


luded to In tho questions for examina- 
tion, but they havo a tremendous lot 
to do with where a consul goes next 
In order of promotion. 
Ho must be 


able to refuse to send a stranded 
American homo In such a way that 
tho e.x-patrlol feels ho would rather 
stay on foreign soli anyway. 
This 


situation sometimes becomes neces- 
sary when all funds for such a pur- 
pose havo been exhausted and the 
consul's own rent day too near to per- 
mit of risking a loan. 


One of tho numerous expenditures 


accompanying such a Job ts tho cost 
of what the English term "tha up- 
keep" c.f the consulate. 


For Uncle Sam owns but few con- 


sulates. 
An American consul Is al- 


lowed a certain sum with which to 
hire- an office, but, unfortunately, no 
consideration Is given to tho varying 
scale of prices in various towns of 
the world, so that the consul almost 
Invariably has to dig deep down Into 
his own pockets to complete the requi- 
site rental. This office, by tho way. 
Is not expected to be In a building 
occupied by other places of business, 
slnco it Is regarded as United Stales 
territory. Then, too, more often than 
not, tha consul has to defray the cost 
of his house and living expenses from 


paid, and more than ono globe trot- 


ter has discovered with chagrin the 
leaky, lean-to sort of domicile in 
which "the first American" of the place 
was residing

These consular service examinations 


are held In Washington. 
They aro 


not slated for any regular period, but 
only at such times as it is deemed 
expedient to replenish the list of those 
eligible for .consular employment-—the 
dates being announced through the 
press. A candidate is not. as many 


t suppose, examined with a view to his 
&• appointment to any particular post 


but in order to determine his eligi 
bility for appointment to such a po; 
as. In tho Judgment of the State De 
partment, his qualities would bes 
servo the public Interests 


Tho Secretary of State, or somi 


officer of the Slate Department deslg 
nated by the President, the Director 
of tho Consular Service, tho Chief o" 
th'e Consular Bureau and tha Chief 
Examiner of the Civil Service Com- 
mission constitute the Board of Ex- 
aminers for admission to the consular 
service. 


Consular work Is continually In- 


creasing by reason of new duties Im- 
posed by Congress and the ever-grow- 
ing inquiries from American manu- 
facturers as to opportunities for the 
furtherance of their foreign trade. 


Three years ago a school was es- 


tablished at Washington for embryo 
consuls who have- passed their en- 
trance examination and are ready to

il is not generally possible to have formed at tho posts to which they

In the Orient, in particular, the 
only feasible office buildings at nil ac- 
cessible to people Intent upon con- 
sular business, and not willing to take 
all day about it, are in a part of town 
where Europeans cannot hope to re- 
t'de because of sanitary reasons.

will bo assigned.N Under tho instruc- 
tion of men with practical consular 
experience they take up. each day, 
some subject with which they will be 
called upon to deal when full-fledged 
consuls. This Includes tho certifica- 
tion of Invoices; the protection of tha 
customs revenue; 
quarantine mat- 


ters: settlement of the estates of 


proper quarters, no matter what price ' Americans dying away from their na- 


ive land; relief of seamen and proper 
handling of other matters connected 
with tho merchant marine 


Each prospective consul hears lec- 


aires by an authority on the country 
to which he is to bo accredited and 
practical talks regarding enforcement 
of food inspection laws and how tho 
lovernment may be aided by the in- 
troduction of new. useful fruits and 
plants into the United States. 


This course of Instruction continues 


for the thirty days prior to tho de- 
parture of a consul for his first post 
During that time ho receives full pay. 
As tho last phase of his pollshlng-off 
process, he Is expected to spend a few 
days In study at the custom house of 
tho port from which he makoa his 
departure to his hard-earned Job. 
Once Installed nothing save a .mis- 
demeanor on his part or a change 
from present administrative, laws can 
oust him—that Is, nothing except old 
age. And here again America dttferJ 
from the rest of tha world In that her 
consuls are not retired on pensions 


Years ago, when Uncle Sam decided 


to place a consul at Yokohama, the 
Japanese wera so overcame by the 
honor that they straightway gave th« 
United States a perpetual grant of 
land on which to erect a home for 
the consul. 
Tha gift was duly ac- 


knowledged and tho chosen Incum- 
bent of the office arrived. 
The land 


was there all right, but no consulate. 
Furthermore, Uncle- Sam gave no evi- 
dence of Intending to erect one. So, 
in proper form, of course, tha first 
consul to Yokohama dug down In his 
jeans and extracted $5,000 with which 
he built himself a' consulate on tho 
gift land. 


After n time he was removed to 


new fields In which he might further 
exercise his philanthropy. He. couldn't 
take his consulate with him beca.nsa 
it was nailed down and Uncle Sam 
made no pantomimic motion toward 
his pocket as though to refund the 
$5,000. So tho consul sold his build- 
Ing to the Incoming consul at a. mer- 
ciful reduction of"$1500. This succes- 
sor, In turn al tho end of his Incum- 
bency passed on tha lltUe Joker to 
the brother official who relieved him. 
And he—well, tha endless chVln Is

MONROE DOCTRINE AND ITS CONVERSE 


The enforcement and scope of (he Monroe Doctrine is brought up for 


discussion mice more through the I/)d<je resolution submitted fo the senate 


relative to the purchase of a large tract of; land on Mugdalcna Bay on the 


outer coast of liowcr California by a corporation niadc up of wealthy sub- 


jects of Japan. For some time'past the suspicion has prevailed in this 


country that this purchase was to bp negotiated for the Japanese govern- 


. meni, and that flic corporation directly concerned was merely a blind fo 
secure the territory for the purpose of establishing thereon a coaling station 
or a naval base for the empire of Japan, 


The United States ecnate has tnkcn timely action to offset any purchase 


of territory provided there should be in the future (he slightest danger that 


Much territory should be used by any foreign government in n manner that 
might endanger the .navy or the power of the United States in peace or 
in war. 


Senator Lodge is recognized as an authority upon the Monroe doctrine 


and other questions of international importance. !t is well at this stage for 
the benefit of Japan and other powers thiit the attitude of the United 
Stales upon this matter should be distinctly explained. There is now no 
room for any power to make a mistake as to the determination of 
the 


United States to enforce the Monroe doctrine against sny eastern nation 
thai might attempt directly or indirectly to secure a foothold upon this 
continent. 


In this stand the position of the United Stales today is perfectly sound, 


end the policy as laid down should be strictly followed. But at the same 
time it is very embarrassing to our government to stand so firmly upon the 
enforcement of the Monroe doctrine barring foreign powers from getting 
any foothold on this continent, while we go into eastern territory and secure 
possession of a lot of islands and hold them under our imperial sway. Were 
we not in possession of the Philippine Islands this rcaftirmalion of the Mon- 
loe doclrine would come with hotter grace. Under present circumstances 
we seem to lack consistency because while we deny to eastern powers the 
right to secure any territory on this continent, yet we have secured territory 
at (heir doors. 
. 
. 
. . . - . - 


This is our one national weakness, our great source <jf danger; the one 


reason why we must keep our navy at a high standard of efficiency and 
strength, for we know not the day nor the hour that some international com- 
plication may plunge us into a war with Japan linked with Russia, Germany 
or some other great world power. 


With what force of reason Japan or some of the other eastern powers 


can reply to our declaration on the Monroe doctrine that the rule should work 
both ways and that if no eastern power'can colonize on the American con- 
tinent, the converse should staud good and no western power should be 
allowed to colonize on the eastern continents. 
: 


It is.quite probable that in the long run the eastern powers may adopt 


the converse of the Monroe doctrine and order us out oi the Philippines. 


The democratic, party in its platform has adopted the right policy in 


regard to the 1'hiiippines. The sooner we get rid of the Philippines the belter 
will it be for the business and welfare of this republic. The1 Philippines are 


• ofiio benefit to us, but they are a standing;mcnace not only to the peace of 


fnia country but lo (hat of the world. 
Then why should wp cling to them? 


The di'mocraiia parly would grant the Philippines their independence. 
The 


republican party would hold the islands indefinitely for exploitation, while 
{firing vague promises of independence in the distant future. That is not the 
proper policy to be adopted towards these islands. 
We have had conr 


tidcrable trouble in quelling insurrections in the Philippines and there will be 
more insurrections there unless the islands be granted independence in the 
near future. ]t is for Ihe best interests of this nation .and likewise of the 
Philippines, that we should grant them the freedom lo work oul their own 
destinies in their own way. Possibly some arrangement might be made with 
the eastern powers for a protectorate bj- a concert of the powers, but this 
arrangement in other cases proved to be d cause of endless disputes result- 
ing from conflicts of authority and the jealousy existing among the great 
powers. 
« 


That the policy of imperialism is inconsistent with the fundamental prin- 


ciples of American freedom has been demonstrated again and again. It has 
been denounced in the democratic platforms of the last three national con- 
ventions, :ind the declaration on this point in the Baltimore platform says: 


"\Ve favor un immediate declaration of pic nation's purpose to 


recognize the independence of tlio Philippine Islands as soon' as a 
stabie government can he established, such 
Independence 
to ho 


guaranteed by us until the neutralisation of the islands 
can 
be 


secured hy treaty with other powers. 
In recognizing tli« inde- 


pendence of the Philippines our government should 
retain such 


land as may be necessary for coaling 
stations nhd naval bases." 


From this oriental standpoint (here would still be objection to the coal- 


ing stations of the United Slates at the Philippines, and if we were rid of 
the islands we should he relieved of a greal international bone of contention.

MONROE UOCrmXE AND ITS CONVERSE 


The cnforeemcnl and scope of ttic Monroe Doctrine is brought up for 


discussion once more through the Ixidge resolution submitted to the senate 


relative to (he purchase of. a large tract of Innd on Magdalena Bay on the 


outer coast of Lower Ciilifomm l)y a corporation made up of wealthy sub- 


jects of Japan. 
For some time past the suspicion 1ms prevailed in this 


country that this purchase was to be negotiated for the Japanese govern- 


ment, and that the corporation directly concerned was merely a blind to 
secure the territory for the purpose ol establishing thereon a. coaling station 


or a naval base for the empire of Japan. 


The United States senate has taken timely action to offset any purchase 


of territory provided there should be in the future the slightest danger that 
such territory should he used by any foreign government in a manner that 


inighi. endanger the navy or the power of the United States in peace or 
iu war. 


Senator Lodge is recognized as an authority upon the Monroe doctrine 


and other questions of international importance. 
H is well at this stage, for 


the benefit of Japan and other powers that the attitude of the United 
States upon this matter should he distinct!)' explained. 
There is now no 


room for any power to make a. mistake as to the 
determination 
of 
the 


United States to enforce the Monroe doctrine against any eastern nation 


that might attempt directly or indirectly to secure a foothold upon this 


continent. 


In this stand the position of the United States today is perfectly sound, 


and the policy as laid down should be strictly followed. Bui at the same 


time it is very embarrassing to our government to stand so firmly upon the 


enforcement of the Monroe doctrine barring foreign powers from getting 
any foothold on this continent, while we go into eastern territory and secure 
possession of a lot of islands and hold them under our imperial sway. Were 


we not in possession of the Philippine Islands this reaffinnation of the Mon- 


roe doctrine would come with better grace. 
Under present circumstances 


we seem to lack consistency because while we deny to eastern powers the 
ri°ht to secure any territory on this continent, yet we have secured territory 


at their doors. 


This is our one national weakness, our great source of danger; the one 


reason why we. must keep our navy at a high standard of efficiency and 
strength, for we know not the day nor the hour that some international com- 


plication may plunge us into a war with Japan linked with Russia, Germany 


or some other great world power. 


With what force of reason Japan or some of the other eastern powers 


can reply to our declaration on the Monroe doctrine that the rule should work 


both ways and that if no eastern power can colonize on the American con- 


tinent', the converse should stand good and no western power should be 


allowed to colonize on the eastern continents. 
: 


It is quite probable that in the long run the eastern powers may adopt 


the converse of the Monroe doctrine mid order us out of the. Philippines. 


The democratic party in its platform has adopted the right poliuy in 


regard to the Philippines. The sooner we get rid of the Philippines the better 


will it be for the business and welfare of this republic. The Philippines are 
of no bene^f to us, but they arc a islanding menace not onljj to the peace of 
ibip folmfry but to that of the world. 
Then why should we cling to them? 


' Ji'hc democratic party would grant the Philippines their independence. The 


republican party would hold the islands indefinitely for exploitation, while 
giving vague promises of independence in the distant future. That is not the 
proper policy to he adopted towards these islands. 
We have had con- 


siderable trouble in quelling insurrections in the Philippines and there will be 
more insurrections there unless the islands be granted independence in the 
near future. 
It is for the.best interests of this nation and likewise of the 


"Philippines, that we should grant them the freedom to work out their own 


destinies in their own way. Possibly some arrangement might he made with 
the eastern powers for a protectorate by a concert of the powers, but this 
arrangement in other cases proved to be a cause of endless disputes result- 


ing from conflicts of authority and the jealousy existing among the great 


powers. 


That the policy of imperialism is inconsistent with the fundamental prin- 


ciples of American freedom has been demonstrated again and again. It has 
been denounced in the democratic platforms of the last three national con- 
ventions, and the declaration on this point in the Baltimore platform says: 


,' 
"We favor an immediate declaration of the nation's .purpose to 


' 
recognize the independence of the Philippine Islands ns soon . as a 
stable government can he established, such , independence 
to 
bo 


guaranteed hy us until the neutralization of tho islands 
can 
be 


secured by treaty with other powers. 
In recognizing the 
inde- 


pendence of the Philippines our government should 
retnln such 


land as may be necessary for coaling 
stations and naval bases." 


From this oriental standpoint there would still be objection to the coal- 


ing stations of the United States at the Philippines, and if we were rid of 
the islands we should he relieved of a great international bone of contention.
